1984, the Montgomery County Plannirg Board held a public hearing, as
required under the Moratorium on Alteration and Demolition, Section 24A-10 of the
Countv Historic Preservation Ordinance, to make a finding on the significance of the
following properties identified as resources to the QId Bethesda Commercial District
listed as Site #35/14 in the Locational Atlas and Index of Historic dites in _Montgomerv:

These properties, located within the Bethesda Central Business District, were found
not to warrant designation on the master plan. At the conclusion of the hcaring, the
Planning Board closed the record and voted unanimously to remove these specific
properties from the Locational Atlas in order to allow the issuance of a demelition permit

on the sites.

Although removed from the Locational Atlas these properties will remain on the
Maryland Historical Trust's Inventory. }
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
